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A PRETTY GOOD INDIAN. 


The valley of the Gila river, in the 
Territory of Arizona, presenta but fetv 
natural attractions to the eye of the 
casual observer who may happen to 
demand something more delicate than 
craggy 
mountains 
and 
yawning 
eañons. I write from a recollection of 
four years ago, at which tiuje a few 
fields of barley or own», and a few gar­ 
dens, wherein were grown the com­ 
mon vegetables and garden fruits were 
the only objects visible from the high­ 
way to Indicate that man had pro­ 
claimed his dominion there. 
But pass behind the screen of shrub­ 
bery which shuts off the view, and an 
unexpected panorama of beauty and 
verdure will at once arouse the inter­ 
est of the spectator, and suggest in- 
quirv. 
Here, indeed is a colony ot 
which little is known. 
Those im­ 
mense fields of corn and barley stretch­ 
ing away for miles and divided longi­ 
tudinally by the river, are the source 
from which eight thousand human be­ 
ings obtain an abundant subsistence. 
This is not a colony of thrifty Scotch­ 
men, nor yet of frugal Dutchmen, as 
the reader m ight be led to suppose, 
but it is the home of a people ot un­ 
known antiquity and who have had a 
known history, 011 this very spot, of 
more than two hundred years, viz., 
the Pima tribe of Indians. 
The Pima has long since discarded 
the barbarous glory of war as an occu­ 
pation, although he is driven at limes 
to repel by force the encroachments of 
the Apache, and unlike thatj Bedouin 
of the hills he is always ready to com­ 
promise difficulties and 
misunder­ 
standings with his white neighbor. 
His code of ethics, although imaginary 
us a code, is by 110 means so as a prac­ 
tical entity. Disputes between mem­ 
bers of the tribe concerning the rights 
of property are of very rare occurrence 
and are always amicably settled. The 
mode of adjustment is a species of ar­ 
bitration which has never been solved 
into a distinctive system of procedure, 
of such rare occurrence have been 
cases of misunderstanding that de­ 
manded the intervention of others 
than those immediately interested as 
necessary to their settlement. 
It has 
happened of late years that some of 
the younger, and less thoughtful of the 
braves have been guilty of some gross 
Injustice in their intercourse with the 
white settlers in the valley; but all 
such acts as m ight lead to uitficulties 
are invariably condemned and dis­ 
countenanced by the senior members 
of the tribe. 
The attempts of those 
restive subjects to 
appropriate the 
stock of the whites, which were made 
on two or three occasions, and investi­ 
gated by the M ilitary Commander of 
Camp McDowell, the Indian agent and 
the chief men of the Pima nation 
sitting in council, have always result­ 
ed in the adjustment of the difficulty to 
the satisfaction of all concerned. It is 
only within the last six or eight years 
that the Pim a has become conscious of 
his strength, (for the tribe could put 
2,000 warriors in the field at a day’s 
fiotioe) and as the conviction of his 
power steals upon him, lie grows more 
and more independent; and if it were 
not for the mteUoCtuai fuperiority of 
the Pima over the other tribes of Ari­ 
zona, rendering him susceptible to the 
influences of civilization, the knowl­ 
edge of his strength would long since 
iiave prompted him to do deeds of vio­ 
lence. 
Yet, 
notwithstanding 
his 
numerous perfections considered as an 
Indian, the Pima is by 110 means a 
desirable neighbor. His ideas of com­ 
pensation and damages are decidedly 
crude, for he recognizes but one stand­ 
ard oT compensation In cases wherein 
he is not the aggressor, and th at is re­ 
taliation. 
If the stock of his white 
ueighbor, by any accident find their 
way Into his field and cat up, or 
destroy hi* crop, 
is liable to not 
ortly hold the cattle thus caught dam. 
age-feasant, but likewise to tear down 
the said neighbor’s fence and turn in 
his own herd to graze on the best the 
farm may afford; and the neighbor 
must not retuliato by holding this 
hetff, lo tur 11, as suchact would ptoba- 
bly arouse the dormant savage which 
slumbers in the breast of every Pima. 
The white neighbor of this interesting 
Indian m ust therefore rest satisfied 
with driving out the trespasser’s herd, 
after which he must repair his fence 
and then redeem the stock which the 
Pima holds for damages. 
This order 
of things is, however, becoming modi­ 
fied every year, and at the present 
' 
' he Indian has probably learned 
cdtatent himself with the more 
mgkHriaxon custom of impounding 
he anim als damage-feasant, and re- 
aining Tfiiem till the full measure of- 
amages lias been paid. 
But it must 
ot be interred that acts of this nature 
ifro f frequent or oommon occurrence, 
n the contrary they seldom occur 
-harm ony being the rule. 
But this 
pifetof m afiation is more dangerous 
n a case where an Indian may happen 
0 lose his life by the hand of a white 
aan; whether by accident or design, 
he effect is the same. No m atter how 
vidently accidental the case may be, 
r how excusable or justifiable the 
c t th at deprives the Pima of his life, 
he life Of the man at whose hand the 
*ima fell must atone to the friends of 
he deceased, or if he, knowing his 
loom, should remain, should effect 
ds escape from the neighborhood and 
eave the country, then some one else 
**ill disappear in due time, and his 
fefcl fate, though easily surmised, will 
lever be positively known to the com- 
nunity. In case the immeaf&te actor 


vlthout even the Formality of an in­ 
vestigation, He will be deemed to 
lave forfeited his life by his act and 
íencc he becomes the target for the 
lrst musket that may be brought to 
tear upon him. 
The Pima declares 
lucli to no the tow of th e tribe, govern- 
ng tne m atter or homicide, but In 
inly one Instance was the actual en­ 


forcement of this rule ever brought 
before the notice of the writer. 
In 
that case the victim was a M exican 
and the shooting of the Indian by him 
w as a most evident accident. 
The theology of the Pim a is as un­ 
certain and us all-pervading as the 
British Constitution. 
He lias 110 reg­ 
ular system of worship existing in the 
abstract, but his theological ideas are 
to he discovered blended w ith all the 
acts of his life. 
Every custom is a 
religious 
obligation, 
no 
m atter 
whether it is a rule of trade or a rule of 
war. W hen the successful w arrior has 
slain his adversary for the Apache, 
he fasts for two days from food and 
water, nor is he permitted to speak to 
any member of tne tribe or to any one 
else during this time, nor to join in 
the festivities that are instituted in 
recognition of the victory. 
This is a 
custom which is not traceable to any 
origin either ostensible or genuine— 
h aving not even the poor foundation 
of tradition to give it support. 
But it 
is, notwithstanding, a religious ob­ 
servance am* violation of which would 
entail untold spiritual horrors on the 
head of him that should prove recreant 
to the sacred rite. 
The theology of the 
Pim a is, in short, embodied in the 
superstitions that attach to his every­ 
day life; for unlike m any savage tribes 
there exists here 110 set form of wor­ 
ship—no exhortation. 
The war dance 
and the pence dance, as well as the 
grand jubilee which takes place at the 
gathering in of the harvest have been 
so construed by some observers, but 
the better opinion is that these various 
celebrations are but m anifestations of 
the exuberance of spirit consequent to 
the declaration of Avar, the conclusion 
of peace and the garnering of the fruits 
of their lands. 
The w ar dance and 
the oeacc dance are the same through­ 
out ail the tribes of Arizona, but the 
jubilee is an observance peculiar to the 
P im a tribe alone. 
In the pence dance 
the braves, to the number of twenty 
or thirty, stand in n row*, side by side, 
facing the squaws who occupy a posi­ 
tion precisely 
sim ilar. 
The music 
strikes up, Avhereupon the partners, 
or opposites, rush to meet, join hands, 
form couples and fall into line—one 
couple im m ediately behind the other. 
The squaw m ay be to the right or to 
the left of her partner as they m ay 
liappen to be placed in the general 
selection of couples. 
The dance then 
proceeds. 
The squaw throws herself 
into a very ungraceful attitude, hum p­ 
ing 
her 
shoulders 
and 
form ing 
throughout 
a 
very 
unsym m etrieal 
curve. 
The brave stands erect w ith 
head thrown backward, and super­ 
abundant self-esteem otherwise speak­ 
in g in every motion. 
The whole 
colnm n now runs ten or twenty paces 
forward and as m any backward, eight 
or ten tim es; they then face about, 
and repeat until the dancers are ex­ 
hausted and retire. 
Another set ot 
dancers im m ediately takes the place 
o f this one, and so the dance is con­ 
ducted until the return of day sug­ 
gests breakfast and repose. 
This (the peace dance) is likew ise 
the dance of the Pim a jubilee, differ­ 
ing only in duration from the former. 
It usually lasts from ten days to two 
weeks, Avhereas the ordinary peace 
dance is a m atter of a single night. 
The w ar dance is a m anifestation of 
sa\*age fer\*or which can be but tam e­ 
ly portrayed by the pen. 
In this the 
women are not permitted to take any 
part. 
The braves are generally set 
apart in proportion to their stature, 
each being matched as nearly as pos­ 
sible w ith his counterpart in vigor. 
Stripped of all their clothing w ith the 
exception of the usual covering about 
the loins, they enter the enclosure 
formed by the spectators, armed Avith 
all the paraphanalia of war. 
Each, at 
a given signal, draws an arroAA* from 
his quiver, and holding it between the 
fingers of his right hand, poises it in 
a horizontal position above his head. 
A yell goes up from the circle and the 
daiice commences. 
They 
rush to­ 
gether to an apparently hostile en­ 
counter. 
The arroAvs clash and rattle 
w hile the dancers dodge and thrust 
and yell, and after a few seconds each 
w ith a single bpund reaches the spot 
w hich the otm r occupied at the open­ 
ing of the encounter and then stands 
at rest to renew the attack at tljR iro - 
per time. 
This scene is repeateiHintil 
one succeeds in bring the feathered 
end of the arroAV in contact w ith a cer­ 
tain spot on the breast of the other. 
This feat is no sooner accomplished 
than a yell from the spectators pro­ 
claim s the fact, and the dancers retire, 
to be succeeded by others. 
These 
dances, 
or 
more 
properly 
con­ 
tests; are often very protracted, and 
quite am using when one has become 
thoroughly convinced that the com­ 
batants are not engaged in mortal 
struggle—and it w ill take some tim e 
to convince the unaccustomed observer 
that it is but effect, so terribly earnest 
do the actions appear and so hideous 
all their grimaces. 
The music to these several dances 
is, in point of production, the same, 
but varied in tone according to the 
nature of the occasion. 
It is almost 
exclusively vocal, there being only 
one instrument. This instrument is a 
drum 
made 
by fixing a cow-hide 
head to an earthen vessel called an 
olla. The hide is soaked in AA’ater and 
w hile AA*et is fastened over the mouth 
of the vessel, in which position it Is 
drawn very tightly by the process of 
drying. 
W hen dry it is ready for use. 
The vocal part of the music is a gut- 
teral chant less like the sound of 
human voices than the commingled 
howlings of w ild beasts. It is a recital 
of the deeds performed by the braves 
in their several battles, or of their 
m asterly skill in the cnase, "set to 
music” which, while it serves to m ark 
the time for the dancers serves also to 
influence the pride and awaken the 
fervor of the warrior, thus fitting him 
for deeds of blood. To a cultivated ap­ 
preciation of music this dm is terribly 
disgusting at best, for the absence of 
those tones which appeal and find 
sym pathy w ithin the finer attributes 
of human nature is absolute. 
The m arriage ceremony and all Inci­ 
dent thereto are conducted w ith an al­ 
most total disregard for the rights of 
the gentler sex. Unlike the proverbial 
daughters of N ew England, however, 
the Pim a woman has no conception of 
"w om an’s rights.” 
She m arries the 
brave of her choice and lives happily. 
B u t she m arries not as a w ife only, 
but as a servant, a laborer and slave 
as w ell. 
Nor has she exerted a prom­ 
ise from her lord beforehand, to protect 
and oherish her, but she Is handed 
over 
by her 
father as 
an 
ar­ 
ticle o f trade, he receiving her value 
in stock or produce. 
But the Pim a 
wife 1» happy notwithstanding. 
She 


is a philosopher and accepts her situa­ 
tion 
without a murmur. 
She 
is 
brought up to regard her sex as im ­ 
measurably inferior to the m ajesty of 
the masculine, in the ordor of creation. 
Hence she has 110 opinion as against 
his in the routine of life. She performs 
all the labors that her m aternal ances­ 
tors have performed from tim e im ­ 
mem orial; and though she fall crush­ 
ed beneath the weight that her hus­ 
band assists in placing upon her head 
or shoulders AVliile she performs the 
drugery of the fields, yet she feels no 
resentment against any one—she only 
cares that her strength has failed on 
the present occasion and that her 
bruises are consequent to the failure. 
I have not been able to learn that the 
Pim a maiden is at all imbued Avith 
that 
maudlin 
sentiment 
termed 
"loA*e” by the noA’elists. 
She has 
strong connubial attachments, but 
they seem more anim al than human, 
and the same is true of the man. 
The 
filial relation is not m arked by any of 
the m anifestations peculiur to civilza- 
tion. 
The infant is tenderly cared for 
but never fondled, and in turn the 
parent is looked to for sustenance, but 
for nothing more. The young Pim a 
is no sooner able to Avnlk around than 
he has commenced an independent 
struggle w ith the Avorld. 
H e Rettles 
his own disputes, keeps his own coun­ 
cil, and puts on an appearance of 
stolid 
indifference 
Avhich 
remains 
with him up to the last hour of his 
life. 
Bu t the brigliest page in the his­ 
tory of the Pim a is that w hich pro­ 
claim s his ancestry. This tribe claim s 
to be the last rem aining vestige of the 
ancient Aztec, and its traditions go to 
corroborate this statement. It is plain 
that the Jesu its believed this to be 
true, but unfortunately they haA’e left 
no records to throAV any light upon 
the early history of the tribe. The 
inference that those priests (who cer­ 
tain ly liad the best opportunity in 
knowing), 
believed 
so 
Is obtain­ 
ed 
from 
the 
universality 
of 
this opinion among the M exican in­ 
habitants o f Arizona and Sonora. 
It 
has long since ceased to be a question 
among these people as to the origihal 
condition of the Pim as. 
The tradition 
as it noAV stands, says: 
“ The prince Av*ho reigned in Mexico 
Avas 
acknoAvledged 
the 
sovereign 
through 
all the country, from the 
G ila river to the ocean," and also in 
the great valleys beyond the Gila. 
The nam e of the prince w as Monte­ 
zuma. 
W hen the invaders came from 
the sea to attack Montezuma, he sent 
couriers to all parts of his dominion, 
sum m oning the people to arm s, and to 
join him at his capitol. 
On receiving 
the summons the whole inhabitants 
of Arizona im m ediately marched to 
the south, taking w ith them their 
fam ilies and property. 
They arrived 
there, but too late. "The prince had 
been already slain and the people sub­ 
dued. 
The conquerors commanded 
them to return to their homes, which 
they did, but all save a feAV hundred 
perished of hunger ahd fatigue. These 
settled in the valley of the Gila, 
w hither the conquerers soon folloAved 
them, but they received them hospit­ 
ably aud Avere accordingly established 
friends, and have been 011 terms of 
friendship ever since. 
Such is the tradition of the Pim as 
which m ay be true or m ay not, but 
which is certainly strengthened by 
observation of incidents and circum­ 
stances connected w ith 
this tribe. 
There w ill be no question in the mind 
of any intelligent observer o f the an­ 
cient ruins on the G ila, San Pedro, 
Salt and other riA'ers of Arizona, but 
that there was once an hegira from 
those scenes by an industrious people. 
The history of the conquest ot Mexico, 
too, goes to establish the 1’act that the 
dominion of the Aztec prince avhs very 
extensiA’e and that orders had gone 
forth for re-enforeements to the various 
parts of the empire. 
Even at this day 
the name of Montezuma is revered by 
the Pim as who have as tenet of their 
superstition that that 
prince 
will 
come again riding on an eagle, and at 
such tim e will issue from the rising 
sun. 
W hen that day shall. daAvn the 
Pim as w ill at once gain the supremacy 
that Avas lost at the fall of Montezuma, 
the white man w ill fade aw ay and dis­ 
appear and the old order of things be 
restored. 
In other words the ancient 
Aztec, now represented by the Pim a 
nation, w ill have awakened from a 
dream of a ícav centuries. 
It is, however, a m atter of but little 
? 
rad ical importance 
whether 
the 
im a AA*as originally a branch of the 
Aztec empire, or whether he sprang 
spontaneously 
from the soil 
upon 
which we find him. 
It is eiuugh that 
at present he yg a grand e ^ B in ty as 
an Indian, as a prodigious EEccss as 
an industrious, 
progressive, savage 
heathen. 
When Ave take into con­ 
sideration that the tribe has been 
afflicted for the past eight years by 
the actual presence of a Government 
Indian Agent, we are puzzled Avhich 
most to admire; his submission to 
outrage for the sake of peace, or his 
industry 
and 
perseverance under 
such adverse circumstances. 
Those 
proszelitizing 
representatives of our 
Christian 
institutions 
have 
never 
failed to constitute themselves para­ 
sites 011 the Pim a body corporate and 
have grown rich by acts that, by com­ 
parison, AA’Ould be a libel on the stand- 
und-deliver style o f robbery. 
I f it 
were appropriate under this head I 
should like to go beyond the surface in 
this direction; but having undertaken 
to write a sketch of Pim a life, and 
having done so partly to m y satisfac­ 
tion I w ill leave the agency plunder 
for future and distinct consideration.

Itself a future, builds up a rich castle 
en avenir, and has more or less struc­ 
ture on which to ground its hopes. 
Southern California especially is em 
deavorlng to bring itself into promi­ 
nence and commend itself as h now 
country, fertile in resources, and alike 
suited to the desires of the millionaire 
and the means of the small capitalist. 
Pages upon pages have been written 
about her resources. San Diego, Los 
Angeles and Santa Barbara have been 
unceasing in tiieir register of facts fa­ 
vorable to immigration; and the week­ 
ly increase in the population, the im­ 
mense freights of the steamers, all in­ 
dicate that the day is at hand when 
the capitalist as well as the invalid 
will seek the southern coast and call it 
his home. To pass through any town 
on the 2fltli of November and record 
i ho fact that strawberries are for sale 
in the fruit stores, and that the ther­ 
mometer in the shade averages 64°, is 
an undeniable recommendation for 
any tract of country in the world. The 
hottest weather between San Luis 
Obispo and San Diego this year, in the 
shade, has never equalled, by ¿0 de­ 
grees, the eastern summer; and in the 
winter, while thermometers in the 
Eastern States register 20° below zero, 
we of Southern California rejoice in a 
temperature of 50° to (it»0. 
Again, our exports on each steamer 
chronicle large shipments of bullion, 
wool, brandy, wine, alcohol, honey, 
grapes, raisins, beeswax, hides, lem­ 
ons, oranges, walnuts, castor and other 
beans, alfalfa, ore, cheese, eggs, but­ 
ter, limes, apples, pean/, and many 
other products. 
A Chamber of Commerce is weekly 
studying to advance the interests of 
Los Angeles, and with it the whole of 
the Southern Coast. Other Chambers 
will be established in course of time, 
all having the same end in view. 
There cannot exist any such com­ 
munity of purpose as unites at least 
the three chief cities of the Southern 
Coast. The northern towns are* de­ 
pendent on Sacramento or San Fran­ 
cisco; the southern towns offer ten 
times the advantages to the capitalist, 
the agriculturalist, the artizan and the 
professional man, and they are depend­ 
ent on nobody. Even to-day the chief 
southern merchants ship immediately 
from New York, while they buy spe­ 
cially all California go'ods to the exclu­ 
sion of others. 
Every day eastern 
capitalists are investing in some point 
or other on the coast, and the African 
Diamond lields or the mythological 
cave of Aladdin pale before the actual 
worth of the rich territory which lies 
between the Golden Gate and the 
.Mexican frontier. 
The recent Eastern elections have 
decided, pretty well, that the great op­ 
position party which is to carry the 
next. Presidential election will retain 
the name of Democratic. This being 
the case, the Independents in this 
State, and elsewhere, will have no al­ 
ternative but to fall in. The junction 
Itere ought to be made in the Legisla­ 
ture which meets next week. Between 
the Democrats and the Independents 
t here is now but the difference of a 
name, and in a little while there will 
not be even that difference. Why 
smmld they not begin U» act together 
at once? 


I m p o r ta n t to t h e Soe t h .-“Above 
all other considerations,M says the 
Philadelphia Press, “the completion 
of the Texas and Pacific Railroad is 
most important to the Southern States. 
It places them in direct communica­ 
tion with Texas, an empire capable of 
maintaining a population as large as 
that of the whole Union, and then not 
more thickly settled than Massachu­ 
setts, and whose cotton, cattle anil 
minerals are inexhaustible. Help to 
linish tlte Texas and Pacific and every 
other Southern railroad will be vital­ 
ized." 
.1. M. Dawson & Co. have put up at 
their fruit-canning establishment in 
San Jose the past season, now just 
closed, one-hundred thousand two-and- 
a-lialf pound cans. Two car-loads of 
their pound fruit found a market in 
Denver.—[Appeal. 
Here in Los Angeles, a fruit-cun­ 
ning establishment. If conducted by 
energetic and reliable tradesmen who 
are bound to succeed, whether or no, 
a grand success would be accomplish­ 
ed. Vast quantities of various kinds 
of fruit rot here, which might be made 
to yield a heavy revenue by an estab­ 
lishment of this kind.

Colonel Strong has tried a ton of it, and 
the workmen represent it as being first 
rate.A fire occurred Saturday noon at 
Klotz’s mill and sash factory, situated 
thirty-five miles east of Redding, on 
Tuesday, resulting In the entire de­ 
struction of the factory, mill and lum­ 
ber yard. The loss is not much short 
of $100,000. 
The residents of Humlioldt, Klam­ 
ath, Mendocino and Sonoma counties 
are preparing numerous petitions to 
Congress for tiie establishment of a 
tri-weekly mail route betM’een Trini­ 
dad, in Klamath county, and Marin, 
in Sonoma county.

The bark Columbus ,1‘rom Newcas­ 
tle, N. S. W., has arrived at San Fran­ 
cisco, and is leaking badly. She M ill 
lie taken to the dry dock for repairs. 
She had on a heavy cargo of coal, and 
on the 6th of October M as struck by' a 
terrific hurricane M’hicli tore away her 
sails, and the sea swept her decks and 
sprung her timbers, causing her to 
leak badly. The storm lasted all night, 
and the vessel M’as leaking all the rest 
of the voyage. 
The Sonora Independent says: “The 
M’ater in the lower Phoenix reservoir 
haviug all run out, the frogs and tur­ 
tles, on tho 15th, formed themselves in 
groups, and setting up loud cries start­ 
ed altogether for the large reservoir, 
where there was sufficient to keep up 
their existence. Tiie intervening coux- 
try between the reservoirs was literal­ 
ly covered with these creatures. They 
were about two days, in all, ere they 
reached the desired element.

Late T elegrams, 


NEW YORK. 


N ew Y o r k , N ov. 28. 
The Tribune says a memorandum of 
agreement between Thomas A. Bcott, 
Matthew Beard and John McManus, 
endorsers of notes of the California, 
Texas and Pacitic Railroad Company, 
and creditors of the company holding 
their notes, lias just been presented to 
the latter for their approval. It is re­ 
ported that a number of the largest 
creditors have agreed to the offer, and 
Colonel Bcott feels confident that the 
company will come out all right. The 
document provides that paper noM’ due 
or hereafter maturing knoM’n as two- 
name or three-name paper, and en­ 
dorsed by Thomas A. Bcott, Matthew 
Beard and John McManus, or any two 
of them, is to he extended M’ith a like 
endorsement with interest at seven per 
cent, added as follows: Ten percent.of 
same for six, nine, twelve and fifteen 
months from date of maturing, and20 
per cent, for eighteen, twenty-one and 
tM’enty-four months from same date. 
In consideration of an extension «by 
holders of the land grant bonds of the 
Texas-Pacific Railroad Company as 
collateral, are to be given additional 
collateral to the amount of the face of 
the paper in the first mortgage con­ 
struction bondB of the Texas-Pacific 
Railroad Company at par, and to all 
holders of paper without collateral, 
first mortgage construction bonds of 
the Texas-Pacific Company are to be 
given at the rate of 60 cents on the 
dollar on the face of paper so held. A 
second metnorandum of agreement be- 
tM’een the company and holders of un­ 
indorsed paper of the company has also 
been issued. The time on this paper 
will now be extended for 12, 18 or 24 
months, with interest at seven per 
cent. New notes are to be issued for 
the value of a third of each note or 
claim, for the extended period above 
mentioned. In consideration of the 
extension there will be delivered as 
collateral security for notes, land graqt 
bonds of the Texas-Pacific Company at 
the rate of 50 cents on the dollar, the 
holder to have the privilege of pur­ 
chasing bonds at 60 per cent, any time 
before maturity of the notes. 
N ew Y o r k , N ov. 29. 
A Lewis DelaM’are dispatch, savs a 
stress of weather commenced and the 
monitor Manhattan put back.

Wm. Tweed, And his son-in-laM - Mc­ 
Ginnis, of New Orleans. 
Thomas A. Bcott publishes a card in 
reference to the statements regarding 
the Texas Pacific Railroad Company 
applying for government aid. 
He 
says that no application M ill be made 
on behalf of the road M’ith which lie 
is officially connected, unless upon a 
basis absolutely secure to tiie govern­ 
ment, and certain to promote the ma­ 
terial interests of the country, and the 
active employment of thousands of 
deserving men now idle. If an ar­ 
rangement can be devised by which 
these great works will he completed, 
not only without any possibility of 
loss to the government, but on the 
contrary to its best interests. This is 
a consummation most devoutly to be 
wished for. He asks the careful con­ 
sideration of the press of the country 
before adverse criticism is passed. 
A special dispatch from Washington 
received at a late hour last night, con­ 
tains the important information that 
Spain has conceded the demands aris­ 
ing out of the seizure of the Virginius. 
The demands were for the liberation 
of the passengers of the Virginius still 
living; the release of the vessel; the 
salute to the American flag, and a pro­ 
vision for the families of the captives 
executed. The time for saluting the 
flag has been fixed for next Christmas. 
To provide for the contingency of 
Spain's not being able to enforce the 
promised concessions, the M’o rk o f 
naval construction is not to be inter­ 
rupted. 
Bpain, it is asserted, also 
agrees to bring to trial and pimishment 
the officers who caused the shooting of 
the captives. 
Borne prominent capitalists, repre­ 
senting western interests, now in this 
city, had audiences with various bank­ 
ers, yesterday, for the purpose of ob­ 
taining an understanding of the mon­ 
etary affairs at this centre, to deter­ 
mine what course should he pursued 
In future by western banking institu­ 
tions. They related the conversations 
held M’ith the Presideut, Secretary of 
the Treasury and some members of 
Congress, during their visit to Wash­ 
ington, w’hence they have just re­ 
turned; and expressed their convic­ 
tions that in some form or other the 
enlargement of the currency volume 
would be made. 
Judge Davis to-day fined Graham, 
Fullerton, and A. W. Bartlett, the 
senior of Tweed’s counsel in the late 
trial, $250; after giving them a sharp 
lecture for breach of morals In hand­ 
ing him a paper giving reasons why 
ha should not preside at the trial. The 
jnnior counsel was let off with a repri­ 
mand. The Court was densely packed 
with distinguished lawyers.

WASHINGTON. 


W a s h in g t o n , Nov. 28. 
The Cabinet held a a session of two 
hours and a half to-day, giving earnest 
attention to the question between the 
United States and Spain. It was re­ 
marked by a Cabinet officer after ad­ 
journment that business was in such 
a condition that a single telegram on 
either side might change the whole 
proceedings. To-night the question 
has assumed a more favorable aspect, 
and there are1 strong reasons for ex­ 
pressing a hope that the results will 
prove entirely satisfactory. 
The Commissioner of the General 
Land Office1 to-day rejected Pasco’s 
survey of the Cuyamaca Rancho con­ 
firmed to Augustin Olivera, in Ban 
Diego county, Cal., and issued orders 
to the gufveyov General to run the 
north line along the northern Ouyo- 
maca peak, which will exclude the 
mining tewn of Julian City from the 
new official survey. 
In the forthcoming report of Secre­ 
tary Delano attention is invited to the 
condition of the Mission Indians in 
Bouthern California, as set forth in the 
report of the Special Agent to investi­ 
gate their condition, and which ac­ 
companies the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs’ Report. He says the past and 
present treatment they have received 


from whito neijflibors and from Gov­ 
ernment officers are the strongest reas­ 
ons for legislation in their behalf, that 
they may be enabled to secure to them­ 
selves homes and the protection of the 
law. 
Prospects of a peaceable solution of 
the Spanish trouble are more hopeful, 
although nothing has yet been reduced 
to precise 
terms. 
The people 
of 
Havana are represented as disposed to 
disobey the home Government should 
a demahd for the Virginius be granted. 
The first part of the President’s mes­ 
sage is in tne hands of manifolders. 
Secretaries Belknap and Delano, 
and Lt. Gen. Sheridan, had a long 
conference with the President to-day 
on the government of Indians. Sheri­ 
dan gave his views at length. 
The Democratic members of the 
House in caucus to-night, will nomi­ 
nate Representative Cox for Speaker. 
The questions between Spain and 
the United States áre freely discussed 
in Congressional, army and navy cir­ 
cles. The only fear expressed, is that 
Castellar’s Cabinet will not be able to 
enforce the agreement. 
Speaker Blaine is forming the stand­ 
ing committees, and declines to receive 
the numerous callers. Much anxiety 
is expressed on the subject, especially 
by those who aspire to chairmanships.

My public duties on both sides 
of the Continent have demanded of 
me and have received so much atten­ 
tion as to greatly impair my health 
and compel me to neglect my private 
affairs. 
The latter consideration is 
not controlling me, but the condition 
of my health is such as to lead me to 
seriously doubt my strength to dis­ 
charge the arduous duties of a Senator 
of California. I have deferred carry­ 
ing out my desire until the present 
time M’hen both objects may be ac­ 
complished at once, and when the 
Legislature just about to meet may 
elect my successor.
